And that euery 

perſon 02 perſons co allowed and admitted foz an able and la wlull wozkeman oz wozkemen in loꝛme atoꝛetaid ſhal haue a 

Teſtimoniall oz Certificate of his allowance 5 admittance vnder the ſeale of the Maioz of the Staple at eſtminſter fox 

the tyme being oꝛ ofthe Maio: of the Staple of Boſton foz the tyme being, koꝛ the Wooll of the growing of the Counties 

afozeſaid. And that none ofthe ſaid perſons ſo allowedand admitted, oz that (ball be ſo allowed and admitted, ſhall goe 

about oz take vpon himoz them to wynde oz fold any woolles, befoze he oz they haue taken a cozpozall othe befoze one of 

the ſayd Maioꝛs foz the tyme being acc oꝛding to the intent aboue limited, that he oz they ſhall truely and iuftly without 

* deceipt wpn de oꝛ fold all and ſinguler ſuch Wooll oz Woolles as hee oz they all take vpon him oz them, to wynd oz 

fold, ne ſball vſe any deceipt, craft, fraud, oz guyle therein, vpon painethat cuery perſon which chall take vpon him to 

wynd oꝛ fold any manner of wooles being not admitted and ſwozne as is afozeſayd, ſhall ſuffer impziſonment by the 

ſpace of x. dapes and to bee ſet vpon the Pillozte in the next Warkettowne, with a fleece of Wooll hanging about 
his necke, 

And her Bateltie by the aſſent afozeſaid further ſtraightiy chargeth and commaundeth that no grower, bꝛeeder, bꝛog⸗ 
ger 02 gathererof any end ooles oz other Mooles within the Counties afozenamed chall at any time hereafter ſet on 
woꝛke any Woolfolder oz Wool wynder to fold oꝛ wynd His oz their Wool oz Moolleg, vnleſſe the ſaid Boolfolder oz 
Woolwinder,bzing with him oz them a Teſtimoniall oꝛ Certificate vnder the Seale of the ſaid Maio: ofthe Staple ot 
weltminlter, loꝛ the tyme being, oz the Maioꝛ of the Staple of Boſton, foz the tyme being in fourme as is afozeſapd, te⸗ 
ſtiliyng him oꝛ them, to be lwoꝛne and admitted foz an able wozkeman to fold and to wynd wooles in manner and 
fourme as is afozeſatd, vpon paine ot impꝛiſonment and fine at the Queenes Mateſties pleaſure. 

And further whereby an Act made in the xriti. peare of the raigne of her Mate ſties moſt deare father, King Henry 
theight yet ſtanding in fozce it was enacted that no manner of perſon doe wynde oꝛ cauſe to be wound any fleece ot BBooll, 
not being ſuſticiently riuered oz waſhed, ne wyndeoz cauſe to be wound in any fleece any deceiuable thing whereby the 
leete may bee the moꝛe waightie to the deceipt and lolle ol the buyer, vpon paine the teller of ſuch deceitfull ndoolles tg 
forfaite foz euer ſuch fleece vi .d. Her Maieſtie being inloꝛmed that notwithtanding the ſaid good Act much deceipt is 
bled in waſhing winding and folding of Woolles, doth ſtraightiy charge and command all and euery her Subiects to 
obſerue the true meaning of the ſaid Act, vpon payne of fozteiture of the penalties therein contained and as they will 
auoyd her Highneſſe further diſpleaſure : And foz the auoyding and eſchewing of further craft and deceipt now of late 
bled. The Nueenes molt ropall Maieſtie with thaduile afozeſaid ſtraightiy chargeth and commaundeth, that from 
hencefo:th no grower oz bzeeder of uBoolles whatſoeuerhe oꝛ they be, ſhall permit and ſuffer his oꝛ their ſheepe being wa⸗ 
ſhed and dzyed againe ready to be ſhozne, to goe aboue v.oꝝ vi,dayes vnſhozne oz vnclipped if the weather bee dex, vpon 

paine ot impziſonment and fine at the Queenes Maieſties pleaſure, 

And further her Maieſtie by the thaduiſe aloꝛeſaid traghtly chargeth and commaundeth all and euery Juſtice of 
Peace, Maiozs , Dheriffes Batliffes and all other officers and miniſters as they will auoide her Highneſſe diſpleaſure, 
and anſwere to the contrary at their perils, that they andeuery of them cauſe euery ſuch offendoz and offendozs to be pu⸗ 
niched foz ſuch offence oz offences accozding as ts afoze ex pꝛeſſed and declared,
